During  the  year  1956,  one  Salk  Vaccine  Clinic  was  held 
in  Lancaster,  sponsored  by  the  N.  H.  State  Department  of 
Health,  in  cooperation  with  the  Public  Health  Nursing  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Supt.  of  Schools,  and  vaccine  was  administer- 
ed at  five  Child  Health  Stations.  The  Town  of  Jefferson  was 
included  in  these  clinics. 

From  the  Town  of  Jefferson,  93  children  between  the 
ages  of  six  months,  and  twenty  years  of  age,  received  the 
vaccine.  These  were  first  and  second  shots  only. 

In  1957  we  have  held  clinics  in  January  and  February, 
for  first,  second  and  third  shots,  and  we  hope  the  Town  of 
Jefferson  took  advantage  of  these  clinics. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Jefferson  for  their 
cooperation  in  making  these  clinics  a  success,  and  at  any 
time  I  hope  they  will  feel  free  to  call  on  me  if  I  can  be  of 
any  service  to  them.

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Report  from  the  White  Mountains 
Region  Association 


Thanks  to  the  fine  co-operation  of  the  towns  in  our 
Region,  the  Association  has  been  able  to  carry  on  an  extreme- 
ly busy  program,  aimed,  as  always,  toward  the  benefiting 
of  the  entire  northern  part  of  New  Hampshire. 

To  this  end  we  have  co-operated  wherever  it  has  been 
possible  with  any  and  all  agencies  that  have  been  working 
along  any  lines  that  promise  eventual  benefit  to  any  sort  of 
business  within  our  state  and  region  borders.  This  is  in  line 
with  the  original  Regional  concept,  that  pooling  of  efforts 
can  accomplish  more  than  can  be  done  by  a  lot  of  separate 
smaller  and  unco-ordinated  efforts.  Nevertheless,  along  with 
this  we  continue  our  own  individual  projects  and  plans,  where 
these  promise  to  be  more  directly  productive. 

Again  we  have  distributed  all  over  the  United  States 
nearly  100,000  pieces  of  promotional  literature  of  all  types — 
maps,  lists  of  places  to  stay,  picture  folders,  hunting-and- 
fishing  folders,  and  winter-vacation  brochures.  We  know 
these  arouse  interest  and  bring  business  because  people  write 
for  them  from  all  over  the  map;  they  also  tell  us  later  on 
that  these  folders  were  of  definite  help  in  causing  them  to 
decide  where  to  spend  their  vacation  time — AND  MONEY! 
Your  town  was  represented  in  each  and  every  one  of  these 
folders. 

Our  4-H  Awards  Program  continues  to  encourage  boys 
and  girls  to  take  part  in,  and  do  better  in  this  fine  and  worth- 
while program.  Through  cash  awards  to  members  and  clubs, 
we  are  proud  to  be  helping  these  youngsters  to  be  the  con- 
structive farm  citizens  of  our  Region  in  the  future. 

We  have  planned  and  co-operated  with  the  planning  and 
carrying  out,  as  well  as  the  publicizing  of  Old  Home  Days, 
Woodsman's  Contests,  Guides'  Show,  Community  Festivals, 
Horse  Shows,  and  the  like,  as  well  as  planning  and  setting 
up  one  of  our  own.  The  White  Mountains  Region  Art  Center. 
We  have  spent  a  lot  of  time  on  the  road,  attending  shows 
visited  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  in  Boston,  Hart- 
ford, and  Philadelphia,  and  are  planning  more  of  such  work. 

As  to  results,  we  have  again  run  a  mail  survey  to  find 
out  what  good  we  were  accomplishing.  From  just  one  small 
sample  (10%  of  4,000)  of  our  mail  requests,  we  turned  up 
148  parties  numbering  440  people  who  came  here.  Only  part 
of  those  told  us  how  much  they  spent  here,  but  that  small 
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part  spent  $18,571.00!!  Seems  unbelievable  until  you  realize 
you  can't  get  by  vacationing  on  much  less  than  $7.00  a  day. 
Anyway,  what  they  alone  spent  means  that  from  that  small 
group  came  back  into  this  Region  2^/2  times  the  total  amount 
appropriated  by  our  towns. 

What  this  means  to  every  taxpayer  is  that  much  money, 
either  direct  income  or  tax  income,  came  here  to  help  take' 
the  burden  off  the  local  people.  The  man  who  never  sees  a 
tourist  would  be  paying  much  more  on  his  tax  bill  all 
through  this  state  if  visitors  were  not  paying  a  substantial 
share  of  the  freight!  With  your  help,  we'll  continue  to  do 
our  part  in  keeping  the  money  coming  in.

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimate  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund  to- 
gether with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and 
the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by 
the  town. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  purchase  the  Steer  lot,  so-called,  appropriate 
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a  sum  of  $1,800  therefore,  and  instruct  the  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  to  meet  such  appropriation  by  transfer  from  the  Cap- 
ital Reserve  Building  Fund. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Building  Fund. 

12.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  applications  for  and  accept  in  the 
name  of  the  School  District  for  school  purposes,  such  funds 
or  grants-in-aid  as  may  be  obtained  from  the  state,  federal 
government  or  any  other  agency  or  department. 

13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Jeflferson  School 
District: 

Foreword 

Two  significant  piogiams  were  conducted  during  the 
past  year  which  should  have  a  decided  effect  on  the  educa- 
tion of  our  young  people.  The  first  was  an  extensive  test- 
ing program,  which  the  nine  North  Country  Supervisory 
Unions  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department 
of  Education.  All  of  the  pupils  of  Union  20  in  Grades  one 
through  eight  were  given  an  intelligence  test  and  an  achieve- 
ment test.  After  the  tests  had  been  administered  and  cor- 
rected, the  results  were  sent  to  the  State  Dept.  of  Educa- 
tion where  they  were  analyzed  and  tabulated.  Three  stand- 
ards or  norms  were  set  up;  one  for  the  North  Country,  one 
for  each  Union,  and  one  for  each  school  district. 

The  results  were  returned  to  each  Superintendent  so  that 
he  could  see  how  his  Union  as  a  whole  and  how  each  dis- 
trict, school  and  grade,  compared  to  the  total  results.  I 
would  like  to  say  that  Union  20  scored  very  well  in  the  pro- 
gram and  was  above  the  North  Country  norms  and  National 
norms  in  a  majority  of  the  subjects  and  grades.  Of  course, 
some  districts  in  the  Union  did  better  than  others,  but  the 
important  thing  is  to  make  constructive  use  of  the  results. 

From  the  results  we  can  determine  what  subjects  seem 
to  be  causing  us  the  most  difficulty,  what  grades  seem  to  be 
the  weakest  and  how  individuals  compare  with  others  of  their 
age,  grade  and  ability.  Teachers  attended  a  workshop  last 
fall  where  the  results  were  explained  and  how  the  individual 
teacher  can  best  use  them.  I  definitely  feel  that  by  know- 
ing how  we  stand  compared  to  others,  and  compared  to  the 
ability  each  pupils  has  to  start  with,  the  teachers  will  be 
able  to  help  each  pupil  improve  in  subject  matter,  and  social 
growth. 

A  second  program  which  will  aid  our  schools  and  pupils 
was  a  Guidance  Workshop  held  last  October  for  all  the 
teachers  of  Union  20.  Outstanding  speakers  in  this  field 
spoke  to  and  discussed  with  our  teachers  some  of  the  prin- 
ciples that  underlie  a  good  guidance  program.  A  committee 
was  formed  to  set  up  a  cumulative  record  system  so  that 
teachers  will  have  a  better  knowledge  of  each  child  from  the 
kindergarten  through  the  twelfth  grade.     By  knowing  each 
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student  better,  the  teacher  will  be  able  to  give  him  better  in- 
struction and  will  be  able  to  counsel  him  better  in  his  im- 
mediate problems.  By  having  a  guidance  program  in  our 
schools,  counselors  can  do  better  in  helping  students  choose 
their  high  school  subjects  so  that  they  are  qualified  to  go  on 
to  college  or  to  go  into  a  vocation,  whichever  might  be  their 
choice.

Teachers 

The  teaching  staff  at  the  Hill  School  is  the  same  as  last 
year  with  Mr.  David  Blair  serving  as  principal.  Jefferson  is 
fortunate  in  having  such  good  teachers  and  the  improvement 
in  pupil  conduct,  morale  and  attitude  is  very  noticeable.  It 
is  hoped  that  Jefferson  can  keep  such  good  teachers  by  offer- 
ing salaries  that  are  comparable  to  neighboring  districts. 
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Enrollment   and   Attendance 

Our  enrollment  continues  approximately  the  same  as 
last  year  with  90  pupils  enrolled  at  school  as  of  Dec.  19, 
1956. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  percentage  of  attendance 
shows  a  marked  improvement  having-  a  percentage  of  95.3. 
The  number  of  tardiness  cases  increased,  however,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  can  be  improved  next  year. 

Tuition 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  school  outside  of  Jeffer- 
son is  forty-four,  as  compared  to  forty-one  last  year.  Of  this 
number  eleven  are  attending  Berlin  High  School  and  the  re- 
mainder in  Lancaster  High  School.  Next  year  it  is  estimat- 
ed that  fifty  pupils  in  Grades  9-12  will  be  going  outside  the 
district  on  a  tuition  basis. 

Both  the  tuition  rates  of  Berlin  and  Lancaster  have 
been  increased  for  1957-58,  which  will  cause  an  increase  in 
the  school  budget  of  approximately  $3,775.00.  Lancaster's 
rate  next  year  will  be  $275.00  as  against  $225.00  this  year 
and  Berlin's  rate  will  be  $350.00  compared  to  $325.00  this 
year.  The  state  average  that  both  schools  can  charge  is 
$354.00.  Please  refer  to  the  section  on  the  warrant  to  see 
recommendations  by  the  School  Board  and  Superintendent. 

Building  and  Equipment 

Little  needs  to  be  said  about  the  condition  of  the  Hill 
School  except  that  it  was  painted  inside  and  outside  during 
this  past  summer.  Because  of  its  location  in  the  center  of 
town,  the  appearance  of  the  building  is  important,  even 
though  a  new  school  might  be  built  in  the  near  future.  We 
still  have  many  small  repairs  to  make  during  each  summer 
and  in  keeping  with  the  recommendations  of  the  State  Fire 
Marshal's  report,  more  repairs  will  have  to  be  made  this 
summer. 

The  equipment  in  the  building  is  relatively  good.  New 
desks  were  purchased  for  the  7th  and  8th  grades  as  well  as 
a  duplicating  machine  and  typewriter.  New  maps  and  addi- 
tional reference  books  have  been  secured  and  all  these  items 
can  be  used  in  a  new  building  when  it  is  constructed. 

Budget 

The  School  Board's  total  budget  for  1957-58  is  $40,713.08 
as  compared  with  $38,794.21  for  1956-57.  Included  in  the 
budget  figure  for  1956-57  was  a  $3,000  payment  into  the  Cap- 
ital Reserve  Fund.  As  stated  above,  the  reason  for  this  large 
increase  is  caused  mostly  by  the  added  costs  of  tuition.   With 
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both  Lancaster  and  Berlin  raising  their  rates,  plus  the  fact 
that  we  will  have  more  pupils  going  to  high  school,  tuition 
costs  account  for  more  than  a  third  of  the  budget.  Other  in- 
creases include  a  moderate  raise  for  teachers,  a  rise  in  trans- 
portation costs,  supplies,  books  and  other  items  of  instruc- 
tions. Your  School  Board  and  Superintendent  have  carefully 
gone  over  this  budget  to  eliminate  any  expenses  that  might 
not  be  necessary.  The  figures  that  are  presented  are  the 
minimum  the  School  Board  and  Superintendent  feel  that  we 
can  operate  for  the  school  year  without  seriously  affecting 
our  school  system. 

The  amount  of  State  Aid  that  Jefferson  received  this 
last  year  was  reduced  for  two  reasons.  The  average  daily 
membership  of  the  school  was  lower  and  according  to  the 
state  formula  some  other  towns  were  more  needy  than  Jef- 
ferson. A  new  formula  is  being  presented  to  the  General 
Court  this  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and 
it  would  aid  Jefferson  if  this  program  is  approved.  I  urge 
each  of  you  to  contact  representatives  in  the  surrounding 
towns  to  support  this  new  formula,  as  it  will  help  reduce 
the  property  tax  in  the  town  if  it  is  passed. 

Warrant 

There  are  three  special  articles  in  the  warrant  this  year 
for  your  consideration.  The  first  calls  for  a  vote  by  the  dis- 
trict to  send  its  high  school  pupils  to  Lancaster  on  a  con- 
tractual basis.  This  will  mean  that  if  students  go  to  another 
high  school,  except  the  Area  Vocational  School  in  Berlin,  the 
pai'ents  will  be  liable  for  tuition  in  excess  of  the  Lancaster 
rate.  Any  costs  for  transportation  for  students  going  to  a 
school  other  than  Lancaster  will  have  to  be  paid  by  the  par- 
ents also.  Such  a  contract  will  save  approximately  $500  on 
the  budget  for  next  year.  It  will  also  mean  that  a  Jefferson 
boy  or  girl  will  have  to  go  to  school  until  he  or  she  is  six- 
teen years  of  age. 

A  second  article  for  consideration  asks  for  authorization 
of  the  District  to  purchase  the  Steer  lot  and  instruct  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  make  payment  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Building  Fund.  The  balance  left  to  pay  after  the 
option  is  $1,800.  The  option  voted  at  the  special  meeting  in 
December  runs  out  at  this  meeting,  and  if  the  District  wishes 
to  purchase  this  land  for  future  school  construction  it  has  to 
be  voted  at  the  annual  meeting.  Your  School  Board  and 
Building  Committee  do  not  anticipate  building  a  new  school 
until  more  definite  and  can  be  excepted  from  the  State  and 
Federal  Government,  but  feel  that  the  Steer  lot  is  an  excel- 
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lent  location  for  a  school  when  one  is  constructed. 

An  article  is  also  included  in  the  warrant  to  give  the  vot- 
ers an  opportunity  to  appropriate  a  sum  for  increasing  the 
Capital  Reserve  Building  Fund.  While  construction  is  not 
contemplated  at  the  present  time  and  the  budget  is  higher 
than  last  year,  these  facts  should  not  eliminate  some  amount 
of  money  being  appropriated  for  the  Building  Fund. 
Conclusion 

I  feel  that  the  major  problem  facing  Jefferson  today  is 
the  necessity  for  a  new  building.  Jefferson  has  very  good 
teachers  and  the  morale  of  the  school  is  high.  With  a  better 
building  offering  additional  facilities,  I  am  sure  that  Jeffer- 
son would  have  a  school  system  that  would  be  outstanding. 

In  the  meantime,  I  wish  to  state  that  I  shall  continue  to 
work  as  diligently  as  ever  to  maintain  the  standards  of  our 
present  system.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
School  Board,  the  parents,  teachers,  students  and  townspeo- 
ple for  their  cooperation  and  interest  during  the  past  year.
